health and building picture. 


Sanitarian Ott said that the 
team is “very gratified” by the 
fine cooperation shown by Los 
Trancos residents to this es- 
sentially “educational” cam-: 
paign to update and enhance 
the value of their property. He 
stressed that the fire safety 
factor is especially important 
because Los Trancos has only 
one major street outlet. 

On completion, a final report 
on conditions will be sent to 
each resident and the county 
board of supervisors, which 
nodded approval of the project 
several months ago. :

It Looks Like a Ride 
In All Directions 


The various decision-makers of Menlo Park's city gov- 
ernment appear have their horses saddled up, for a ride 
in all directions. 

Not only that, they appear to be coming mighty close 
to adopting the policy of arrogant paternalism character- 
ized by the phrase, “Don’t do as I do; do as I say.” 

They managed to acquire both of these appearances 
within the short space of eight days by, first, ordering a 
citizen to take down a collapsible radio antenna, after 
they'd issued a building permit for its erection and then, as 
of yesterday, erecting their own 92-foot communications 
aerial adjacent to the new police station. 

Of course, neighborhood residents hollered about 
the collapsible antenna of William Orr at 48 Campbell 
lane and the city’s planning commission agreed they 
had to declare his building permit “null and void” in 
the face of “a substantial protest.” 

In defense of their own communications installation, 
the city fathers can argue that the police need it for preser- 
vation of the public health, safety and welfare. And they 
probably will decide that protests against it — if anybody 
files any — won't constitute “substantial” objections. 

As has been said before in these columns, the city 
planning commission could not possibly have decided the 
case of Orr’s antenna to the satisfaction of everybody. 

On the other hand, issuing a building permit and then 
withdrawing it, in the case of a private citizen, while at the 
same time recognizing that height of an antenna is vital to 
good radio communication for the city’s police and issuing 
a building permit for a non-collapsible device of their own, 
has a poor appearance on the books. 

It looks bad, no matter what sophistries the planners 
direct their legal eagle to dig up as justification.

Can ‘Break into Print’ 


Recently, we front-paged a story about bees being 
found at the city hall.

In a few weeks, the schools will be back 
in session, the PTA’s will start their annual programs, city 
hall will get itself back in gear with all vacations over 
and with specifications for contracts to be let in hand, the 
pulse of the community will quicken and there'll be more 
dynamic loca news.

‘Limited Access’ Roads Give 
Certain Number of Advantages 


Most of the benefits derived 
from government are some- 
what passively enjoyed. 

Among the least likely to be 
noticed, but among the most 
effective in making this area a 
pleasant one in which to live, 
is the restriction made evident 
by the signs on fences along 
some of our area highways — 
the one that reads, ‘““Freeway— 
limited access.” 


The idea that a freeway, such 
as Bayshore, has to be protect- 
ed from the encroachments of 
commerce is apt to be ignored. 
Of course, the older El Camino 
Real already has evolved into 
an entirely different type of 
trafficway. It’s now a commer- 
cial artery, and very few peo- 
ple attempt to raake much 
speed over long distances along 
it. 


What happens to v 
with unlimited access can be 
pretty much a matter of evolt 
tion, as a tour through the 
state’s rural areas will show 

First, for instance, as in 
the case of Highway 99W 
through the northern Ti 
mento Vailey, the fi n 
of access isn’t very import- 
ant, Nobody wants access to 
the highway; the fields roll 
away to the horizon on both 
sides of the thoroughfare. 


Next to crop up in the evolu- 
tion of highway congestion, ap 
parently, is the “tourist trap” 
type of operation—such th 
as “snake pits” and “gravity de- 
fying magnetic vortexes” seem 
next to appear. 


Then, if our tracing of the 
evolution of congestion is cor- 
rect, the natives of whatever 
area the highway rolls through 
decide that they, too, should 
cet a share of the money that 
motors past the door. So we 
find refreshment stands and 
hamburger joints, many of 
them built by the hopeful oper 
ators, and some comforming to 
no known building code or 
architectural style. 

Near cities, the development 
takes on another shape. High- 
in and out of town are 
gical places for used car lots, 
trailer parks, motor courts, 
drive-in theaters, auto repair

Of course, the fact that El 
Camino Real can no longer 
be considered a “through 
traffie artery” isn’t the fault 
of present-day thinking. 

The basic route of the old 
highway was laid out more 
than 275 years ago, as a con- 
necter between the missions 
of the Spanish padres. 

It was logical—and still is 
logical, in a way—that towns 
should be built along this 
highway, making use of it as a 
main street as well as a means 
whereby people ean get 
through town. 


With the coming of the auto- 
mobile the drawbacks of this 
thinking should have been evi- 
dent te forward-looking people. 
Yet one can still find advocates 
of the  highway-doubling-as- 
main street practice, who ar- 
gue that “it brings business to 
town.” 

The idea is, apparently, that 
if ycu get a motorist into your 
business district, then trap him 
there with traffic signals, pe- 
destrian crosswalks, autos 
ahead which are entering and 
leaving parking spaces, and a 
whole host of other obstruc- 
tions, he'll stop and buy some- 
thing. 


ii doesn’t seem to work. 
In fact, although a good per- 
centage of business done in 
Menlo Park is still done along 
El Camino, it’s noticeable that 
there remains a careful balance 
between parking spaces availa- 
ble and the number of stores 
doing business. 

And during the postwar

County Charter Amendments 
In Line for Careful Scrutiny

Flood Estate 


Suit Near 
Settlement 


The files of the Menlo 
Park Recorder reveal that 
25 years ago this week, the 
following items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community: 

August 30, 1935: 
‘Negotiations probably will 
be undertaken this week to re- 
move the final obstacle block- 
ing distribution of Constance 
May Gavin’s $1,025,000 share of 
the James L. Flood estate, over 
which a sensational court bat- 
tle raged in Redwood City. This 
obstacle is the suit of George 
K. Ford, Mrs. Gavin’s first at- 
torney, asking $123,000 in legal 
fees. An attempt at settlement 
will be made when Leslie L. 
HHeap, Los Angeles attorney, 
confers with Ford in San Fran- 
cisco within a few days. 


Mrs. Gavin claimed a share 
in the fortune of the Bonanza 
king, James C. Flood, declaring 
she was an illegitimate daugh- 
ter of his son. The first trial 
in Redwood City ended in a 
directed verdict for the Floods, 
ordered by Judge George H. 
Buck. This was overturned by 
the state supreme court and a 
second trial called. Before this 
was held, settlement was ef- 
fected out of court. Ford’s 
claim for counsel fees, howev- 
er, was not allowed and he filed 
suit. 


This action has been tempor- 
arily withdrawn pending the 
outcome of negotiations. 


A Hand for the Handicapped 
Extended by New Job Group 


By SUE ROBERTS 


“There is a desperate need 
in this area for finding work 
for handicapped persons.” 

This is the feeling and posi- 
tion taken by Keith Divine, 
president of Opportunities Un- 
limited, an organization trying 
to channel handicapped per- 
sons into specialized employ- 
ment of their choice. 

Since May of this year, Di- 
vine, who is handicapped him- 
self, has been working as the 
organizer and chief proponent 
of the new organization. 

He started with only four 
persons and the organization 
has now swelled to 15. The 
membership now includes per- 
sons from San Carlos to Sunny- 
vale, but Divine expects the 
membership to spread from 
South San Francisco to South 
San Jose and into Oakland. 

Divine began his search for 


other handicapped persons 
with only three contacts in 


May. From there the program 
has spread “like a tree that 
grew,” Divine says now. 

All this begun when Di- 
vine returned to the bay ar- 
ea after completing his col- 
lege education in Los Ange- 
les. He began looking for a 
job, visiting 75 electronics 
firms in the Palo Alto area. 
After countless persons 
spoke of an “insurance risk,” 
Divine did some _ further 
checking. According to sever- 
al San Francisco firms, han- 
dicapped persons are more 
reliable and have fewer acci- 
dents on the job. 


With that, Divine went to 
work. He now has 15 private 
enterprises backing him, beth 
by publicizing the movement 
and with pledges to employ 
handicapped persons. Divine’s 
own goal is to uncover unan- 
swered questions which seem 
to prevent firms from hiring 
handicapped personnel. 

Among his backers are sev- 
eral physicians. The Red Cross 
is also a firm backer, provid- 
ing transportation for the han- 
dicapped 

One of the most important 
functions of Opportunities 
Unlimited is teaching respon- 
sibility to handicapped per- 

sons indirectly. Some per- 


sons have been forced to be- 
come shut-ins. Many of these, 
according to Divine, should 
be classed as “productive 
handicapped.” They lack on- 
ly a trade to prove their use- 
fulness. 

Divine is currently working 
as an employment agency in 
Palo Alto. He is placing handi- 
capped persons now and hopes 
to work in that more specific 
line later. 

Opportunities Unlimited is 
now holding meetings at 7 p.m. 
on the first and third Tuesdays 
of the month at the Communi- 
ty Church in East Palo Alto. 
Membership ‘is open only to 
the physically handicapped and 
all who ar striving to achieve 
a normal standard of living are 
welcome. 

Those in the organization 
are on the lookout for new 
members and are always anx- 
ious to make use of talents 
and trades which have been 
wasted previously. 

Members are also planning 
a new organization “to com- 
bine both training for employ- 
ment through a _ corporation 
which will hire only handicap- 
ped persons and an employ- 
ment agency to place handicap- 

ped in a trade of their choice.” 

Besides Divine ,other officers 
include Mrs. Margaret Divine, 
treasurer; Henry Crozier, vice 
president, and Mrs. Rose Chris- 
tofferson, secretary. 

The outlined goals of Oppor- 
tunities are: 

1. A more thorough under- 
standing between the normal 
person and the handicapped. 


2. To organize a placement 
center for handicapped. 


3. To start a corporation 
which will hire handicapped 
and eventually give them a 
trade. 

4. To bring out most of the 
hidden qualities a handicap- 
ped person seldom uses. 

5. To give all handicapped 
persons more confidence in 
themselves and to give other 


persons more confidence in 
them.

away all the interest in chang- 
ing the county charter to‘a 
modern instrument. 

After November voters will 
start getting information on the 
numerous charter changes. Ac- 
cording to present plans, many 
of the routine changes will be 
consolidated into a few amend- 
ments while those of a contro- 
versial nature will stand on 
their own as a separate issue, 
the board has decided. 


The supervisors have assur- 
ed the voters that ALL issues 
will be on the ballot as recom- 
mended by the Charter Study 
Commission headed by Richard 
J. Elkus after two years of stu- 
dy. This was the promise of the 
board in ordering the study re- 
gardless of how it might feel 
on some of the proposals. 


One of the most controver- 
sial, probably, will be the 
recommendation to make 
several cf the county offici- 
als appointive instead of elec- 
tive. This change has been 
proposed many times, and ev- 
en at this early stage, we are 
ready to keep fighting to let 
the people decide who will 
hold the most important 
county offices. 

While it is true that many 
counties are changing over to 
the appointive status for most 
administrative heads, it is not 
apparent that efficiency or 
economy has resulted. The peo- 
ple should have the right to 
name the assessor, tax collec- 
tor, engineer, or other officials 
just as they should with the 
board of supervisors, sheriff, 
etc. In fact, being directly re- 
sponsible to the people through 
the ballot should make them 
more alert to do a good job. 

No start has been made on 


drafting the charter amend- 
ments for the ballot. James 


®Parmelee of the district attor- 
ney’s office is expected to get 
this study under way soon. At 
the present time there are 
some 90 proposals, some quite 
lengthy, that must be submit- 
ted to the voters. It is hoped 
that the list may be reduced 
to 15 issues, but nothing has 
been decided yet. 

Some of the proposals’ may 
even require several places 
on the ballot—including the 
steps that must be taken if 
some of the elective offices 
are made appointive. The 
complicated job of getting 
the issues in legal form will 
be a tedious one but will be 
ready in plenty of time for 
voters to study and discuss 
all of them. 

One charter change again in- 
cludes a provision that’ would 
give the board of supervisors 
more power over the salary 
schedule of Civil Service em- 
ployees. 

Voters four years ago voted 
to keep the present setup 
whereby the Civil Service Com- 
mission sets the salary scale 
and the only way the board can 
change it is to order a costly 
survey of its own. The new bal- 
lot proposal will clarify who is 
to do what, but will wind up 
giving the supervisors some fi- 
nal say in the CS recommenda- 
tions as it should be. 

Certainly the elective govern- 
ing board, responsible direct- 
ly to the people, rather than 
a nappointive body should have 
the control. This was a bitter 
controversial battle last time 
it was on the ballot and the re- 
peat promises to keep things 
just as exciting. 

Mayors of the county have 
instigated a study to decide 
whether some plan can be 
worked out that would pro- 
vide a system of uniform pay 
schedules for city workers, 
possibly on a level with the 
county. 

The main objective, so it is 
said, would be to do away with 
the “race” of the cities to keep 
up or keep ahead of a neigh- 
bor. 

Present city schedules are 
not far off the county wages in 
the lower brackets, but as the 
jobs get higher up the differ- 
ences become quite sharp. Our 
county manager now tops the 
$20,000 figure while city mana- 
ers are from $18,000 on down 
—mostly down except for Red- 
wood City and ‘San Mateo. 

The city councilmen who will 
study such a step could have 
something quite unique and 
certainly not out of line. There 
would be a lot of criticism, 
however. Department heads in 
the larger cities claim their 
jobs are bigger and more im- 
portant because duties are 
greater and they have more 
employees to supervise. Em- 
ployees in cities with, say half 
the population of the larger 
centers, would hold that their 
jobs have equal responsibility 
and the pay should be the 
same. 

It would probably be to the 
benefit of the workers if such 
a plan is carried out. The old 
cry of “equal pay for equal 
work” was started by the gals 
long ago and has made great 
headway in industry and busi- 
ness. You ¢an be sure no pay 
schedules will go down.
